May Demand Disclosure 
of “Star Chamber”

lagai action was 
threatened 
at 
Conshohocken Tuesday evening 
to 
compel disclosure of “star chamber” 
proceedings of the school board at a 
four-hour session which began Mon­ 
day evening and terminated 
early 
Tuesday morning, with the announce­ 
ment that the resignation of Ralph 
M. Weaver, high school principal, a 
native- of Gettysburg and educated 
here, had been 
accepted, 
effective 
April 8. 
Weaver had been accused of fa­ 
miliarity with girl students, and with 
carrying liquor on the school p rec ­ 
ises. 
His dismissal had been recom­ 
mended by the teachers’ committee 
and Weaver, following the commit­ 
tee’s action, had resigned. 
Has Many Supporters 
Public sentiment in Conshohocken 
which was strongly against the ac­ 
cused man at the start swung behind 
him when it was demanded that the 
proceeding' of the secret session be 
made public. 
Although Weaver had 
offered his resignation, he* confidently 
expected exoneration of the charges. 
Just before the meeting, he submitted 
to the board an affidavit in which, it 
is alleged, 
the 
liquor 
accusation 
against him was denied by Clyde Say- 
?nr . the teacher who had made the 
original charge. 
Weaver declares 
that affidavit received no considera­ 
tion. 
It was said that friends of the prin­ 
cipal will carry his cane to court if 
necessary, to obtain vindication. They 
declare the charge of familiarity with 
girl pupils can be disproved easily by 
the pupils themselves. 
Weaver has 
the support of a group of directors, 
it was intimated. 
There are seven

The national or­ 
ganization also helps with

pieces of work which are of interest 
nationally, as for instance maintain­ 
ing an association at Hollywood, Cali­ 
fornia, where there are thousands of 
girls from all over the country, seek­ 
ing work in connection with tho mov­ 
ing picture industry.
